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sufficient margin in this control to vary the 
motor speed by more than about 2 per cent. 
It is therefore useless as a speed control for 
vintage records. 

Another point about such a speed control 
should be noticed : it calls for some independent 
means of judging the correct speed. A strobo- 
scopic disc is no use for this, for it depends itself 
on the fact that a lamp lit by an alternating 
electric supply flashes at twice the frequency 
(that is, twice 50 c/s in this country) of the A.C. 
mains. That is why a stroboscopic speed tester 
is no use on a D.C. supply or where the lighting 
is by non-electric means, such as gas or daylight. 

Incidentally, a neon tube or a fluorescent light 
is much more effective than an ordinary lamp 
for bringing out the flashes, and therefore the 
lines on the speed tester, when an A.C. supply is 
used. 

What other methods of testing speed are 
there ? So far as I can see only some means of 
counting the revolutions—a tedious business at 
the best—or some means of judging the pitch of 
the reproduced music e.g. by comparison with 
the domestic piano since few of us go about 
with a standard tuning fork in our pockets. 

To use the domestic piano as a basis of com- 
parison means first that we must know the 
standard pitch to which our particular piano 
is tuned (and I will wager that not one in a 
thousand does know this) and also that we must 
know the pitch at which some particular record 
was actually recorded. I imagine that this is 
beyond the province of all but musicians and 
other experts. 

What then is the effect on musical pitch of a 
small variation in turntable speed ? 

If a note is correct in pitch at 78 r.p.m. its 
pitch will be raised one two or three semitones 
at speeds of 82.6 87.6 92.8 r.p.m. respectively. 
For successive falls of a semitone the correspond- 
ing speeds are 73.6 69.5 65.6 r.p.m. An 
increase of twelve semitones means of course 
raising the note an octave and requires a speed 
equal to twice the starting speed. 

The factors for increase of speed for each of 
these twelve semitone increases of pitch are as 
follows : 

1.06, 1.12, 1.19, 1.26, 1.33, 1.41, 1.5, 1.59, 

1.68, 1.78, 1.89 and 2.0. 

Thus, 1.06 x 78 = 82.6, 1.12 x 78 = 87.6, 
and so on. 

Now this scale of factors can equally well be 
applied to see what change of speed is needed to 
alter the pitch of a 334 record by a semitone. 

333 x 1.06 = 35% 

So, whilst a variation of 44 r.p.m. is necessary 
at 78 r.p.m. to affect the pitch by a semitone, 
only a variation of 2 r.p.m. is required when the 
| standard speed is 33$ r.p.m. In each case the 
variation is 6 per cent. The range of an eddy 
current control is thus about a third of a 
semitone. 

The next question that arises is, what is an 
ordinary person to do who has a collection of 
vintage records and wishes to play them at 80 
or 82 or whatever the speed may be that is 
printed on the record label ? The answer is 
that he may try to adapt one of the best governor- 
controlled motors to play down as low as 33} 
r.p.m. (as I have done with my 201A) or he 
may use a governor-controlled motor for his 
yintage records and a modern rim-drive motor 
for his LPs. The latter course is likely to be the 
more satisfactory. There does not appear to be 
any middle way, at present. 

Lastly, I have been asked how can one convert 
a two-speed motor (that is, one that was 
designed to play either 78 or 33} r.p.m.) so that 
it will play 45 r.p.m. as well. The only answer 
I know is: Ask the motor manufacturer if he 
supplies a different driving wheel which can be 
substituted for the 33$ wheel. Of course it will 
be something of a fiddly business, but short of 
getting a new three-speed motor, that is the 
b-st I can suggest. 
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Rumble 


As remarked earlier, rumble is due to a low 
frequency mechanical vibration in the motor 
and may be caused by such things ‘as faulty 
bearings, untrue driving wheels or resonant 
loading springs. This vibration is transmitted 
through the motor board to the pickup arm 
(which itself usually has a resonance round 
about the frequency of motor rumble) and so 
to the pickup cartridge. 


Rumble is thus transmitted through the 
amplifier (which it partially loads with un- 
wanted noise) and thence to the loudspeaker 
more easily if the following conditions apply : 

1. Transmission of low frequencies along the 

motor board is easy. 

2. Transmission between motor board and 
pickup arm is not impeded. 

3. The arm has a resonance corresponding to 
the rumble. 

4. The pickup is sensitive to low frequency 
mechanical vibrations. 

5. The input to the amplifier, and its early 
stages, will transmit low frequency electrical 
vibrations without appreciable attenua- 
tion. | 

I_ will deal with these in reverse order. 


No. 5 is usually met by inserting an electrical 
“rumble filter ’’ between the pickup and the 
input to the amplifier. Such a filter merely 
attenuates the low frequencies below about 
50 c/s. A common circuit, originally recom- 
mended by Kelly and West in the Wireless 
World, is shown in Fig. 1. The filter should be 
screened and the earthy side connected to the 
earthy input of the amplifier. It is not usually 
appreciated, by the way, that it is better to earth 
the motor itself to this same point, rather than 
connect an independent earth, e.g. to the 
earth plug of a mains input. A double earth 
may create what:is known as “earth loop” 
and thereby give rise to hum, 


Electro-magnetic pickups are usually much 
less sensitive to low frequency vibrations than 
crystal pickups. Part in fact of the virtue of the 
crystal pickup is that very sensitivity. It would 
be unwise therefore to attempt to mitigate 
rumble by any operation coming under No. 4. 

As regards No. 3, many of the carrying arms 
which are in the form of light plastic shells are 
serious offenders in this respect. The only 
mitigation I know short of getting a new arm, 
which is not always possible, is to apply damp- 
ing, e.g. by packing the hollow shell with a soft 
plastic material, or silicone grease, or even 
plasticene loaded with glycerine. In each case, 
of course, an additional counterbalance will be 
needed at the end of the arm to avoid increasing 
the weight of the pickup on the record. 

A further point about this arm resonance is 
to be noted, namely that it is a potent cause of 
needle jumping out of the groove and of inter- 
modulation distortion. I regard this as the 
worst kind of distortion, for it adds spurious 
notes to the reproduction, not merely in the 
region of the resonance itself, but right up 
through the musical scale. I will write a special 
note on this later. 

Transmission of vibration between motor 
board and pickup can be largely prevented 
by the mounting of the pickup. As regards this 
I think I cannot do better than quote in extenso 
from a report I have received from a student of 
engineering at Cambridge, Mr. S. D. Hollander : 
‘1. The vibration could be felt when the pickup 

was resting lightly on the finger, only when 
the motor was running, with or without 
the turntable drive connected. 

2. Although only slight—it felt as a live 
chassis often feels—it seemed desirable to 
remove it, although one could not 
guarantee any audible improvement in 
the quality of reproduction. 

3. On the advice of Mr. C. R. Cosens, M.A., 
a critical test was performed, which 
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involved placing the pickup on a stationary 
record while the motor was revolving 
underneath with the drive disconnected. 
With the volume control in the maximum 
position, an audible hum in the loud- 
speakers was detected, and the improve- 
ment to be aimed for was to be able to 
perform this test and hear no hum. 

. To eliminate the vibration a P.V.C. 
rubber sheath was fixed round the edge of 
the motor mounting plate before bolting 
it to the motor board. The bolts were then 
tightened with a rubber washer at each 
end, but this by no means eliminated the 
vibration in the pickup. 

. The mounting of the pickup was then con- 
sidered. The sorbo-rubber mounting 
shown in Fig. 2 was used after trials of 
less effective methods. Three ¥ in. bolts 
were used, passing through ¥ in. holes in 
the motor board, thus ensuring adequate 
clearance. By using a block of sorbo- 
rubber above and below the motor board 
a mounting was obtained in which there 
was no contact between the pickup and 
the motor board except via the rubber. 

. Before mounting the pickup (using the 
template provided) is was necessary to test 
that the mounting mechanism could be 
depressed without any scraping of the bolts 
on the edges of the bolt holes. 

. After the above treatment it was found that 
the quality of reproduction had much 
improved. All traces of any annoying 
hum. which had been audible during part 
of each revolution of the turntable, had 
disappeared. The critical test outlined 
above was carried out, and with the 
volume control in the maximum position 
and with full bass boost no hum was 
audible. All traces of distortion and 
** swish ’’ had also been removed. 

. It appears that this form of mouting avoids 
any possibility of vibration reaching the 
pickup, and the elimination of this form of 
vibration considerably improves the quality, 
of reproduction provided of course, that 
no other factor is detracting from the 
quality as well. This remedy is cheap and 
effective ”’. 

Now this system of mounting is one that I 
have used for many years myself. And I was 
interested to see that it was, in essentials, the 
one that was used by my friend Mr. Lavington 
of Pamphonic Reproducers Ltd., to remove 
the last traces of hum and rumble at the 
Press Demonstration of the Pye Amplifiers 
last Easter ; in his case, however, six rubber 
grommets were used instead of the sheets of 
sorbo. Incidentally, the adjustment of the nuts 
on the three fixing bolts is important, since it 
will determine whether the vertical axis of the 
pickup arm is actually vertical or not; it 
may in fact be used as a final adjustment for the 
avoidance of side pressure between stylus and 
record groove about which I wrote a couple of 
months ago. But do not on any account use 
it as a major adjustment, since it will also 
affect the angle at which the stylus will enter 
the groove. This major adjustment should be 
made for the motor board as a whole, so that it 
will affect the turntable as well as the pickup 
arm. 


Another method of screening the pickup arm 
from vibrations transmitted through the motor 
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board is to attach a heavy mass to the motor 
board or banjo plate between motor and pickup. 
It can be in the form of several layers of lead 
sheeting cut in the form of an arc of a circle with 
a radial distance of about two inches. This can 
be attached rigidly to the motor board on the 
under side, where it will be out of sight. Even 
where the method described by Mr. Hollander 
has proved effective, this addition will always 
prove desirable. 

The method most commonly adopted is to 





have springs between the motor banjo plate and 
the wooden motor board. This also, it is 
alleged is a safeguard against bumps trans- 
mitted from the floor of the room or from the 
loudspeaker in the radiogram cabinet. But if 
the pickup is mounted on the banjo plate, 
motor vibrations are not impeded ; and if it is 
mounted on the motor board then the 
geometrical relations between pickup and 
turntable are apt to be a bit chancy. I don’t 
like this method in principle. 





TECHNICAL REPORT 


By P. WILSON. M.A. 


Sound Sales Phase Imverter Speaker. 
(Price £14 10s., complete with cabinet). 
For its size, this is one of the most attractive 
loudspeaker combinations I have yet come 
across, particularly having regard to its price. 
In the leaflet describing the Speaker the 
makers say : 

“... to obtain first-class reproduction from 
a frequency extending down to about go c/s it 
was considered necessary to use: (1) an infinite 
baffle ; (2) a horn with an air column not less 
than 25 ft. long. There was an exhibit of this 
in the South Kensington Museum, and it 
needed an awful lot of room. (It did indeed. 
I helped R. P. G. Denman to design it !—P.W.) 
We are not going to claim that the Phase 
Inverter Speaker can equal the ideal reproduc- 
tion obtainable from these extreme measures, 
but wnen you consider that its dimensions do 
not exceed 29 in. high by 14 in. square, the 
standard of reproduction obtainable must be 
heard to be believed.”’ 

That just about describes my experience. 
When the cabinet arrived at my home and I 
noted its size (only about 3 cubic ft. capacity), 
I did not expect much of it though I admired 
its appearance. 

got an agreeable surprise. Not only is 
there a good, clean treble, well distributed by 
the diffusers on the front of the cabinet ; there 
is also a very firm, clear bass which extends 
below 50 c/s. 
Clarity is noteworthy 


indeed the most 


characteristic of this speaker. It was this quality 
that impressed itself on several visitors I had on 
the day when I was putting the speaker through 
its paces. For vocal records and even most 
musical combinations it held its own very 
effectively even with my best speaker systems. 
It was only when we came to full orchestral 
works that it was generally agreed that the 
phase inverter lagged behind ; but even so it 
gave a very good account of itself and all would 


,have been perfectly content to think that it was 


as good 2 quality as could presently be obtained, 
had they not had the direct comparison. 

In short, I do not suppose that anyone who 
invests in one of these speakers will ever feel 
ashamed of demonstrating its qualities. It will 
hold its own with all but really expensive 
systems. That extra half an octave above about 
12 kc/s and the corresponding one below about 
30 c/s usually cost an awful lot of money. The 
range here is audible from below 30 up to 
above 13,000 c/s! 

I am particularly attracted by the dual 
suspension unit which is now incorporated in 
the phase inverter. It has a good flux density 
of nearly 11,000 gauss, a generous gap and an 
almost unique freedom of motion for the cone, 
due to the fact that there is a centring device 
at the rim of the cone as well as one at the coil. 
The fundamental resonance is about 37 c/s and 
the mechanical restoring force from the centring 
devices is quite sluggish (as it should be) and 
not springy.

This is the tuner unit for medium and long 
wave bands to which the A-Z F.M. unit which 
I reviewed in June is the latest companion. It 
is of the standard size used for the ‘“* Tone 
Colour ’’ Units, which is the name that Sound 
Sales give to their pre-amplifiers. Like the 
F.M. unit, it may be connected direct to the 
Sound Sales amplifier for H.T. and L.T. supply. 
Most other standard amplifiers will have 
facilities for furnishing the modest H.T. and 
L.T. demands. 


I can sum up what I want to say about this 
tuner in the simple statement that I have 
scrapped my own tuning unit in its favour. 


It is neat and compact ; the dial is accurately 
calibrated in wavelengths with the positions of 
the local and other useful stations specially 
marked ; the three-position control for selectivity 
is sufficient to enable the optimum quality for 
the particular transmission to be chosen ; the 
range switch includes a muting position for use 
when one is playing records so that the tuner 
may be left permanently connected to the main 
amplifier ; and the separate volume control is 
useful in baiancing the output to that of one’s 
pickup. 

Could one wish for more ? Only that the 
circuit should be sensitive, whicl. it certainly is. 
Verb. sap.

The cost of binding, including Index, will 
be 12s.

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Last year, we observed with interest that the 
frst yearly list after the introduction of LP at 
Hayes brought very little startling in the way of 
deletions. They were apparently being saved 
for this year; in fact, the position now seems 
to be, not so much what is being deleted but 
what is left. The axe has certainly fallen ; and 
after next year the 78 r.p.m. catalogues will 
contain hardly anything but “ warhorses ”’ 
or the very latest issues. Among such a mass 
»of material, we cannot hold ourselves out as 
guides to what should be saved from oblivion, 
particularly as some observations on the 
question are to come from other contributors. 
Nor can we claim clairvoyance, to suggest 
what may well arrive in LP or 45 form in due 
course ; naturally, a certain part is already so 
available, and more comes out every month. 
The whole of the Society Records is marked for 





deletion ; and we are specially asked to remark 
that any readers wishing to replace broken 
Society discs should place their orders at once, 
as this facility will cease as soon as the next issue 
of the catalogues is out, which we understand 
will not be very far distant. Some of these 
issues might well be made the nucleus of a new 
“Collectors ”’ series of LPs, as has been done 
in America and France—this applies also to 
many of the Schnabel recordings, and others of 
artists no longer available to make new record- 
ings. So again we can only counsel a close 
scrutiny of the lists (which have had to be 
divided owing to their bulk) and an assessment 
by each collector of his own views on the 
likelihood of reappearance or re-recording. 
Obviously, some things are not likely to 
reappear, and the souvenir hunter should 
secure these if wanted ; we mean such items 
as the selections from the stage shows of a few 
years ago, which will be found in the Mis- 
cellaneous sections of the vocal lists. Much of 
the Educational material should eventually be 
replaced with something better. Among the 
purely musical issues, there is a mass of material 
which, even if it is made available in modern 
form, will be no more convenient and probably 
less so, than in its present shape. We could list 
them beyond the limits of space ; but a glance 
shows us many discs which we consider the 
gems of our own collections, ana feel that others 
might do so, too. Apart from the major works 
most of which are to go, including those which 
were reprieved last year by retention of the 
automatic couplings) which are perhaps fit 
subjects for LP, there are the Lieder discs by 
Erb, Elisabeth Schumann, and others; the 
delightful records by the Danish Madrigal 
Choir, and of Schi6tz and other Danish artists ; 
some shorter works by contemporary composers 


(Bax’s Morning Song disappears for the second 


time) ; there are the odd fill-ups which may 
not reappear now that the need for them has 
largely disappeared (Gretry, Scriabin) ; and 
of course there are the unique performances 
which are irreplaceable apart from reissues of 
the originals at some future date. In this class 
come the Medtner recordings of his own works, 
and similar composers’ recordings. 

If we had to choose only a few individual 
records for ourselves, we might pick some of the 
Erb records, the Roman Sinfonia (DX1828), and 
the delightful atmospheric recording of the 
Serenade to Music of Vaughan Williams (LX 757/8). 
But those readers who are not already overspent 
on LP discs and equipment and who still have 
a warm corner for the now old-fashioned shellac 
disc, can choose for themselves: but above all, 
do not overlook the Monteverdi, madrigals 
(DB 5038/42). )
